DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Patel USPN 4705502. 

As to claim 1, Patel discloses a suprapubic catheter system comprising a tube 12 
having a suprapubic end portion 38, a bladder segment 34 a urethral end portion 24, the 
suprapubic and urethral end portions enabling urine to be drained from the bladder of a 
user (Abstract, col. 1, lines 19-26;col. 3, lines 7-15). 

As to claims 2 and 7, see Figure 1, elements16 and 26 (col. 2, lines 60- through 
col. 3, line 15). 

As to claim 5 see coL 2, lines 1-3. 

As to claim 6, see Figure 1 , elements 34. 

As to claims 8 and 9, Patel discloses a control means 42.
